WASHINGTON, Aug. 12— (If)-, 
The government's social security 
Program, five years old this week, 
has 
distributed 
$3,000,000,000 
to 
the nation's aged and unemployed 
workers, and to windows, orphans 
and the blind. 


The social security board drew 


Up a statistical picture of its op 
erations to show that some. 50,- 
000,000 workers had been enrolled 
in the program. 


Its "insurance" benefits for the 


aged and unemployed are financ- 
ed by payroll taxes, while direct 
grants from federal 
and 
stotu 


treasuries sustain the public as- 
sistance features for the young, 
the old and the helpless in need. 


At the top of the program is 


tho old age and survivors insur 
ance system 
which 
pays 
out 


monthly benefits to workers who 
retire at 65, and to their wives, 
widows and orphans. Up to June 
30, this 
system had 
paid 
$38,- 


000 to 102,941 persons. 


Unemployment 
compensation, 


which gives insured workers a 
moderate weekly sum during a 
limited number of weeks of job- 
lessness, is reported to have dis- 
tributed more than $1,000,000,000. 


To find jobs for the Insured 


idle, the social security 
system 
has taken over the employment 
service. It has been credited with 
filling 5,000,000 jobs during 1939 
and the first six months of 1840. 


The public assistance phases of 


the program, 
distinct from 
the 


old age and jobless insurance sys- 
tems, are operated through joint 
federal-state 
machinery 
to 
pro- 


vide, on a basis of need, financial 
care for the aged unable to qual- 
ify for insurance benefits, for the 
needy blind, and 
for dependent 


children. 
Tho public assistance operation, 


officials reported, aids some 3,- 
000,000 
persons 
every 
month, 


among them 1,983,900 aged, 807,- 
900 children and 48,000 blind. The

Secretary Ickes announced today 
the hunting season 
for 
ducks 


Reese, cools and 
jackanipo 
had 


been extended to 60 days this year 
'jfrom Ihe 45-day limit of last sea- 


son. 
Announcing 
regulations 
f o r 
shoollng migratory waterfowl, the 
secretary said the extension was 
made possible by an increase in 
the population of these birds. 


The regulations also lengthened 


the hunting day. Shooting may 
start at sunrise and continue until 
4 p. m. for waterfowl and coot. 
Last year the hours were 7 a. m. 


•fcto 4 p. m. jacksnipe may be hunl- 
"ed from sunrise lo sunset 
The bag limit on ducks remains 
'at 10 a day, 
Shorter seasons were provided, 


however, for woodcocks, and the 
bag limit on geese was 
reduced 
^from 4 to 9 a day. 


Shooting season on ducks, geese, 
coots and Jacksnipe follow: 


Northern zone from Oclober 1 to 


November 19; 
the 
Intermediate 


zone, Oclober 16 to December 14; 
the southern zone from November 
2 to December 31. 


The intermediate zone Includes 


New Mexico, Oklahoma. 
The southern zone Includes Ar- 
kansas, Louisiana and Texas, 


The number of waterfowl that 


may be possessed at any time Is 
limited to two days' hag but a 
now rule makos it possible to pos- 
sess the legal limit for 20 days 
afler Ihe close of the season in- 
stead of 10 days. 


The bag of canvas backs, red- 


heads, 
bufflcheads 
and 
ruddy 


ducks Is limited to 3 a day, of 
any one of these species. The reg- 
ulations also provide that not more 
than 3 of this entire group may 
be taken in any one day. The pos- 
session limit on these birds also 
is double the daily bag limit.

Norris, who previously expressed 
the view that conscription would 
lead 
to 
dictatorship, 
contended 
that enactment of* and the com- 
pulsory service 
bill would mean 
the establishment of an army "so 
large that it will stagger the imag- 
ination of all of us." 
Burke replied wai'mly this was 
"ojie of the most serious, miscon- 
ceptions" of opponents of the bill. 
He added that present plans were 
to call out 400,000 for training this 
fall and a like number next spring, 
out of the 12,000,000 men from 21 
through 30 who would be required 
to register. 
After a year's service, these men 
would be liable to only 30 days re- 
newal training each year, he said. 
"Those men would not be made 


professional soldiers by the fact 
that they were taken for a year's 
training. Burke asserted. 
"If that doesn't mean a large 
standing army, I don't know what 
you would call it,' Norris retorted, 
"Jt means that you are going to 
train all of the able-bodied men in 
the United States and you'll be 
doing it 50 years from now. That's 
what Germany did and you see tho 
result of It now."

If they come In low. 


This 
new gun is a pom-pom 


which fires shells an inch or more 
in caliber, constructed so delicate- 
ly they explode at the lightest con- 
tact. British who have seen the 
guns in action praise them highly. 


The barrage 
balloons, 
among 


the targets of yesterday's heavy 
Nazi aerial attacks, are said to be 
a big help In warding 
off 
the 


bombers but do have their draw- 
backs. 


They are vulnerable to the can- 


non-fire of the Gorman Messer- 
schmltts, are a drag on the ships 
which tow them and thus slow 
down the convoys, require a cer- 
tain amount of "babying" and ex- 
pert handling, and are hard to 
maneuver in the stiff winds which 
frequently whip over the English 
Channel and the North Sea, 


The height at which they are 


flown depends on the wind cur- 
rents. The balloonists fly 
them 


where they ride most easily and 
then, when the need arises, let 
them up to the 
most 
effective 


height, aiming either to get the 
bombers 
caught

The Commodity Credit Corporation 
announced today it would make 
loans to growers on 1940 cotton at 
a base rate of 8.51 cents a pound 
for middling 7-8 inch cotton. The 
comparable rate under a similar 
loan program last year was 8.3 
cents. 


Officials said that, taking into 
account differentials for location 
of the cotton with reference to 
principal markets, the 1940 loans 
were expected to average about 
8,9 cents compared with 8.7 under 
the 1939 program. 


The loan program was approved 
earlier in the day by President 
Roosevelt at Hyde Park. 


The corporation announced that 
this years loan schedule would 
use 15-16 Inch middling cotton as 
the basis rather than 7-8 inch mid- 
dling. This conforms with a change 
In cotton market practices. 


Thus, the base rate for 16-16 Inch 
middling will be 9.6 cents. 
The base rate will apply at the
